More Tips 
Novelists 


‘By H. L. Mencken. | 

OME time ago, writing in this place, I had at the ambi- 

tious young novelists of our incomparable republic, 

advising them to keep so-called ideas out of their books 

and to put in human béings instead. I now rise 
politely to give that motion its second reading. The novel 
business among us remaing bad., There are very few best | 
sellers—that is, in the old sense: Practically all the new 
-Bovels are pgaised, sometimes in gaudy and even voluptuous) 
‘terms, but not many of them sell more than 5,000 copies. | 
What alls them is that they are not novels at all, but trea- 
tises. They attempt to prove something—usually the fact 
that. their authors are very bright boys and gals. But alla 
novel of genuine bulk and beam ever proves is that the 
proper study of mankind is man—the proper study and the 
most engrossing of sports. 

In other words, « first rate novel is always a character 
sketch. It may .be more than that, but at bottom it is 
always a character sketch, or, if the author is genuinely of 
the imperial line, a Whole series‘of them. More, it is a char- 
acter sketch of an individual not far removed from the 
norm of the race. He may have his flavor of oddity, but he 
ia never fantastic; he never violates the common rules of 
human action; he never dhows emotions that are impossible 
to the rest of us. If Thackeray had made Becky Sharp 
seven feet tall, and given her a bass voice, nine husbands, | 
and the rank of HMeutenant gefieral in the British army, she 
would have been forgotten long ago, along with all the rest 


of “Vanity Pair.” And if Robinson Crusce had been an‘ 
Edison of a normal sailor man, he would have gone 
the same way. 3

The moral of all this is not lost upon the more competent 
minority of novelists in practise among us. It was not 
necessary to preach it to Miss-Cather when she set out to 
write “My Antonia,” nor to. Abraham Cahan when _he 
‘tackled “ The Hise of David Levinsky,” ‘nor to Sinclair Lewis 
when he was at work on “Babbitt.” All such novelists see 
the character first and the story afterward. What is the 
story of “ Babbitt"? Who remembers? Who, indeed, remem- 
‘bers the story*of “ The Three Musketeers”? But D’Artagnan ' 
and his friends live brilliantly, and so, too, I believe, will 
George F. Babbitt live brilliantly—at all events, until Kiwanis 
ceases to trouble and his type ceases to be real. 

‘Most of the younger novelists, alas, seem to draw no 
profit.from such examples. It is their aim, apparently, to 
shock Boobo Americanus with the vivacity and heterodoxy 
of their ideas, and so they fill their novels with ‘propaganda 
and convert their characters into sticks. I read novel after 
novel without getting any sense of contact with actual human 
| beings. I am, at times, immensely amused and sometimes
